Claims of utility model 

1. A shaftless bicycle generator, wherein a plurality of 
magnets (rotating members) are concentrically mounted to 
spokes of the front wheel of a bicycle, an armature 
(stationary member) made by winding coil around an iron core 
is mounted on a fork at a position corresponding to the 
positions of the magnets, and a gap is generated between the 
armature and the magnets. 

2. A shaftless bicycle generator according to Claim 1, 
wherein, when an induced voltage is low, a plurality of 
armature is connected in series and used.
